Wlnsro tho pitBHOiigor engine struck 


tlio eiruiis train Hoverul cars wore 
completely dmnnllBhod, so much so 
that It was Impossible to toll how 
many cars thoro 
had 
bseii there 


originally, as It was one mass of 
wreckage, splintered wood, twisted 
Irons, (dead iinhnals and debris of nil 
kinds, while the passenger engine 
waB turned over on its Hide and badly 
battered up. 
Tlio circus train was 


moving only slowly at the time of 
llio accident, or thoro might have 
boon more of tlio ours wrecked, 


Before tho sinashap occurred tho 


sngiijeor and llreman of tho passenger 
train jumped from their engine and 
thus saved themselves from Injury. 
It was stated that the engineer of the 
paHsengor had taken to the woods, 
and it was probably just as woll that 
ho did as the circus hands felt protty 
soro about tho mutter and thnro might 
have boon trouble had tlioy got hold 
of tho engineer. 


There is no ((.nestlon but what the 


circns train was running on tho time 
of the passenger In trying to got onto 
tho Tomah truck before tho passenger 
oamo along, but under any circum- 
stances tho passenger engineer should 
have brought his train to a full stop 
before reaching the crossing, and had 
ho clone this there would Inivo boon 
no trouble. 


A large number of people visited 


tho scono of tho wreck from this city, 
nud it was probably as gruesome a 
spectacle as is often noon, and while 
it ww) a bad wreck, an inspection of 
tho premises Impressed ono with tho 
fact that it might have boon a groat 
deal worse. 
Had tho circns train 


boon strnctr nearer tho roar end whoro 
the coaches lu which tho pooplo 
travel are located, trio loss of life 
would have boon souiothiug appaliug, 
as the cars that woro demolished bud 
only a few men in them, who took 
cure of tho animals, 


Tho man who was killed was 


named John MoGoo, »nd his remains 
wore brought to this city placed ami 
In the undnrtaklng rooms of Kagan & 
Shaver whore they wore prepared 
for burial, and an effort has sinco 
boon made to locate nomo of his 
friends or relatives, but without suc- 
cess. 
Ho stated before hi* death 


tlmt bin sister wan living at Ht. 
Oloml, Minn., bat at this writing it 
has been impossible to got any trace 
of her. 
The wounded 
men were 


placed on » train the Name afternoon 
and taken to the hospital at Tomah.

A New Reservoir. 


A number of weeks aj;o a crew of 


workmen commenced tlie construction 
of a new reservoir only a short dis- 
tance from the old one which stands 
near the pumping station on tlie east 
side of the river. 
This projoct will 


without doubt prove to be tlie solu- 
tion of tbe city water problem which 
has confronted the people for a long 
time for it may be safely stated tliat 
shortage has not been caused prin- 
cipally by any deficiency of water in 
the springs bnt rather by the luck of 
uny efficient means of storing op 
water for future use. 
\V. T. Jones 


who lias been kept busy continuously 
wifch his work aloni; the lines of 
municipal improvements during the 
past few yeure, lias the contract for 
tlie construction of the new reservoir. 
About fifteen men arcs employed and 
the work is proceeding rapidly. 


The new Htructure has mi inside 


diameter-of CO feet, a depth of 15 
feet and a capacity of U20.000 gallons. 
It will have a r.oneroto bottom and 
reinforced concrete wall and roof, 
three tons of iron beinc used for re- 
inforcements. 
The wall, which is 


at the present time priicticnlly com- 
plete is composed of a mixture of five 
parts crushed rock, two parts Rand, 
and one part cement, no gravel what- 
ever beiiicr used, whilo tho roof will 
be built of a still richer mixture of 
concrete. 
Plans are being rnii.de for 


extensive repairs on the old reservoir 
Tho wall will bo made water proof 
and a new concrete roof and bottom 
will be constructed. 


There have of course been many 


tiroes when the 
city has had _ a 


sufficient amount of water, but here- 
tofore there has bnen DO way of hold- 
ing it for the future. 
Tlie water in 


the old reservoir has, by its own 
weight, forced itself out from be- 
neath when it has reached a certain 
depth, thus Eendiujj a Rood quantity 
to the river instead of Having it for a 
dry spell. 


^The nsw construction will do away 


wit!) 
the above difficulty. 
Pipes 


from Hie various wells will bo con- 
nected with both reservoirs in the 
form of a "Y" ami floating valves 
will check the inflow of water BO 
that there can bo no waste. 
Pipes 


between tlie two reservoirs will pro- 
vide for tlie pumping of water from 
both of chese sources without any 
trouble. 
Hereafter the line of wolls 


may bo extended at any time and the 
water will ba well taken care of, so 
tlio water question will probably be 
a far less difficult, one in tlie future 
than it has been in the past. 


Of lato the old reservoir has beeu 


watched very closely by those in 
charge and everything possible has 
been done under the existing condi- 
tions lo beep up a sufficient supply 
and to prevent any 
waste. 
The 


water lias been kept at a certain 
le^el; when too low the pumps have 
been stopped, and on the other hand, 
when too high tlie pumps have been 
kept in motion, thus preventing any 
unnecessary loss of water from the 
bottom.

NAMES WILL ROTATE 


ON PRIMARY BALLOT 


The ballots in the coming primary 


election will he known 
as rotation 


ballolH, the result of <i new feature in 
Ihc arrangement of the 
candidate')* 


names in the cases where there are 
more than one running for the s.ime 
office. This feature had its origin in 
a new law. 
Heretofore the 
naniCH 


were placed according to alphabetical 
order and the one on top wasgenerally 
regarded as having an advantage over 
thi' others. The new l.iw provides a 
remedy for that, which gives each 
candidate an equal chance. It requires 
that the names be in rotation, for In- 
stance: There being two candidates 
the name of the Mr»t one will be on 
top in the first precinct, the other in 
Ihc second place; in the next precinct, 
the oositions will be exchanged; in 
the third precinct they will be back 
in their original positions, in 
the 


fourth the positions will be exchanged 
ajf.un, and so on up to the last pre- 
cinct. 


In tin1 cilirs the order of the election 


piccincls will 
bu according lo the 


number of w.irds, in the towns and 
villages according lo the alphabetical 
line-up of tlie n.lines of the lowim and 
villages, for si,ite officers, senatorial 
mil congressional districts it will be 
m cording to Ihc population of 
the 


various districts. 


The suctions of the law covering 


the county part of the lickel is as fol- 
lows: 


"Kor the purpose of determining the 


order in which the names of candi- 
dates for each oliicu for whom nomin.i- 
lion (jajiers have beed lilctl in Ihe of- 
liee of the coinil y clerk shall prepare 
;i lisl of the election precincts of the 
enmity. Such list shall be prepared 
by arranging the vaiioiis towns, cities 
and villages of Ihc comity in alpha- 
betical older, and tlic w.irds or pi'e- 
( i m l s o f cm li iily, village or town 
The piccincls ol each assembly <lis- 
l i i c t u i t l i i n the. county shall lie ar- 
i.mired in Hie same in,inner." 


"The county clerk shall arrange tlie 


surnames of a'l candidates for each 
oilice for whom nomination 
papers 


have been filed in hi.s oilice alphabet- 
ically for the lirsl precinct in tliu list, 
thereafter for each .succeeding pre- 
cinct; tlie name appearing first 
for 


each oil ice in the last preceding pre- 
cinct shall be placed last."

New Motor Boat Law. 


L,aunch owners will do well to take 


note of the new motor boat law which 
recently went into effect. 
Under it 


every boat no matter what sine must 
carry a fire extinguisher. They must 
also carry one life preserver or other 
device approved by the proper govern- 
ment ollicial for every passenger car- 
ried. 
Craft over twenty-six feet 
in 


length must in addition to the regu- 
lar whistle equipment be provided with 
a fog horn. All sizes of launches 
must carry a rear white light, so that a 
light on a boat is made visible at 
night from every direction. 


These rules apply to launches wheth- 


er engaged in passenger traffic, pri- 
vate launches, freight 
carrying or 


any other business. These are the sa- 
lient features of the new law. There 
arc numerous others with which local 
launch owners 
should specdilv ac- 


quaint themselves. 


No specific means of promptly ex- 


tinguishing burning gasoline arc pre- 
scribed by the law. Besides the usual 
lirc-extinguishcrs, .suitable chemicals 
or bags of coarse flour or sand will 
serve the purpose. 


Proposed County Option Law. 
The proposed County Option law, 


says an exchange, gives to each coun- 
ty in the state of Wisconsin, the pow- 
er to submit to its citizens (when 20 
per cent or more of the voters at the 
last proceeding election for governor 
so petition) the question of whether 
the county shall or shall not permit 
the liconsing of retail dealers In alco- 
holic drinks as beverages (saloons) 
within the county. After the law be- 
comes effective, then, in caae the 
voters of the county decide that licens- 
ing of saloons is desirable, no change 
from the present situation results. 
In case the vote is against licensing 
the saloons, no licenses may be issued 
for a period of two years, within the 
county so deciding.

ated Charities of Madison for the pre- 
vention and cure of the disease within 
the city, has recently issued a small 
folder in which are g-iveu rules for 
protection against the dcsease, as fol- 
lows; 


Don't Cot Tuberculosis Yourself. 
"Keep as well as possible, for the 


healthier your body, the harder for the 
germs of tuberculosis to grow therein, 
To keep healthy, observe the follow- 
ing rules: 


"Don't live, study or sleep in rooms 


where there is no fresh air, 
Fresh 


air and sunlight kill the tubercle and 
bacilli and germs causing other di- 
seases. 
Therefore have as much of 


both in ycnir room as possible. 


"Don't live in dusty air. Keep your 


rooms clean. Get rid of dust by clean- 
ing with damp cloths and mops, 


"Don't sweep with a dry broom. 
"Keep at least one window open in 


your bedroom at night, and air the 
room two or three times a day. 


"Don't eat with soiled hands. Wash 


them Ural. 


"Don't put your hands, pencils, or 


any candy or chewing gum other per- 
sons have used, in your mouth. 


"Don't keep soiled handkerchiefs in 


your pockets. 


"Take a warm bath with soap at 


least once a week. 


"Don't neglect a cold or cough, but 


go to a doctor or a clinic,"

The iKillot.-i in the coming primary 


election will he known 
a» rotation 


ballol-s, the result of a new feature in 
the 'arrangement of the candidate's 
names in the cases where there arc 
more1 than one running for the s;ime 
office. 
Tlii.s feature had it.s origin in 


a new law. 
Heretofore the names 


were placed according to alphabetical 
order and the otic on lop was generally 
regarded ax having an advantage over 
th>: others. The new law provides a 
remedy for that, 
which gives each 


candidate an equal chance. It requires 
that the names be in rotation, for in- 
stance: There being two candidates 
the name of the lirst one will be on 
top in the first precinct, the other in 
the second place; in the next precinct, 
the uositions will Ije exchanged; in 
UK: third precinct they will be back 
in their original positions, 
in 
the 


fourth the positions will be cxch.-iriged 
again, and so on up to the last pre- 
cinct. 


In the citii.-s the order of the election 


precincts will 
be according to the 


number of wards, in the tc/ivris and 
villages according to the alphabetical 
line-up uf Hie names of the towns and 
villages, for state officers, senatorial 
:uul congressional districts it will be 
according to the population of 
the 


various districts. 


The sections of llic law covering 


Ihe county part of the ticket is as fol- 
lows:

The temperature

water now is 68 -degrees. 
Before 


entering the current it was 56 de- 
grees. 
The'air is balmy today with 


temperature at 71 degrees. It was 
cold and damp oil board until we 
struck the warm waters of the Gulf 
drift. 


I have just had an interesting ex- 


perience. 
Captain Shepherd granted 


me permission to visit the engine 
rooms, 
We'went down, down long 


flights of narrow stairs to the very 
bottom of the boat and out through 
the sliaf t-tnnnel . nearly to the pro- 
peller. 
The shaft is 175 feet long 


and 1H inches in diameter run by a 
689 horse power engine. 
The pro- 


peller itself is 23 feet in diameter 
and every revolution sends the big 
ship forward 26 feet. 
The heat in 


the boiler and engine rooms is in- 
tense, although in the Winifredian 
there IB a good system of ventilation 
down there.

states." 
Farm hands and common 


laborers in cities command from fifty 
to seventy cents a day. 
Skilled 


workmen receive less than a dollar a 
day and board themselves. 
America 


ia to them the "land of gold," arid 
many parauts and grandparents are 
receiving money regularly from the 
boy or girl across the sea. 


The English eovernment recently 


passed a law granting, under certain 
conditions, the sum of five shillings, 
about SI. 20 a week to persons over 
sixty years of age. 
On applying tbe 


law it was discovered that Ireland 
with a population of less than fonr 
millions will receive annually nearly 
seven millions of dollars due to the 
large proportion of old people on the 
island. 
Ireland is not an attractive 


country from a business standpoint, 
and her young people are leaving her. 


Bnt a better day is dawning for 


Ireland. 
The government is now 


buying off tho English landholders 
in Ireland and allowing Irish tenants 
to purchase the farms upon which 
they live, and for which they have 
paid heavy rents so long. 
These 


farms may be paid for in small pay- 
ments running through a number of 
years. 


Just give Ireland a chance- and she 


will rise rapidly from the results of 
centuries of oppression, and it looks 
now as though she is to come into 
her own at last. -My Irish friends on 
shipboard have only good words now. 
for tbe English nation, arid they.re- 
flect the general feeling among the 
common people 'in the Emerald Isle.

It was a surprise, as well n« n revelation, to 


find on our recent visit to Australia that In 
that far-away land, under tho Southern Cross, 
•were growing tieei that towered lu Iho air 1GO 
foot higher than tho groat Sequoia, tho famous 
Ted wood of our American west; and yet such 
is the fact, as some specimens! of thu Kucalyp- 
tus amjgdallna reach to tho tfreat height ot 
480 feet. Specimens abound that are from 120 
to 200 feet In circumference. 
They mo prac- 


tically of no use for commercial purposes, IIB 
tho expense of cutting down such 
enormous 


trees and then getting their logs Bpllt up Into 
pieces that can bo handled Is BO gieat that 
these monsters are passed by tho thrifty lum- 
bermen for the smaller ones that are 
more 


easily handled. 


The Eucalyptus amygdallna la the tallest, If 


not perhaps tho largest, tree that giowa. Speci- 
mens over 400 feet high are frequently found, 
while some havo been measured towering up 
to 470 and 480 feet. The timber of those great 
specimens la easily woikod, and, as It does not 
•warp readily, is much used In carpentry. 


The eucalyptus tree Is a genus of trees and 


shrubs of tho natural older of Mjrtacoa, em- 
btaclng about JaO species 
All but four of 


them are natives of Australia and Tasmania 
only. 
The eucalyptus trees are BO abundant 


in many parts of Australia that over vast areas 
they are practically the only trees \ islblo. Tho 
fact that the fully developed troea are desti- 
tute of symmetry and beauty roba tho groat 
Australian wooded regions of that attractive- 
ness nnd charm which gives such pleasure and 
delight to the primeval forests of America. 


One striking characteristic of several varie- 


ties of, the eucalyptus Is that, while they never 
seem to shed their leaves, they cast or slough 
off their bark in long strips every year. The 
leaves, which have a leathery nppoarnnco, con- 
tain a considerable quantity of volatile oil, Tho 
tincture or oil extracted from them has a bit- 
ter aromatic taste and is extensively used as 
-a remedy for various diseases. 


On the young shoots of many species the 


leaves in pairs are opposite to each other, as 
they appear on ordinary plants, while on the 
•older branches tho leaves nre arranged alter- 
nately and grow in such n way thdt they pre- 
sent tbelr edges to the sun. Tills seems to be 
nature's provision to protect them from the 


Inl'jnso heal of tho tropical sun of those lands 
where they most flourluh. 


The ICucalyptua globulus, generally called 


tho blue gum, from Us bluish-green loaves, IB 
tho variety moat successfully grown In Cftllfor- 
nit 
It hna also boon Introduced and nourishes 


In India, Natal, Egypt, Algeria, and In various 
parta of southern Europe and lu some other 
waim countilus. It cannot stand the frost, and 
BO must bo classed among tropical Ueos. Per- 
haps only In tho slate of Florida nnd Califor- 
nia can wo expect to see it In perlectlon la 
this country; yut although Us introduction into 
California has boon of but lecont date, already 
Its value to that atato has been vory consider- 
able. 


Some of the species of eucalyptus are much 


more valuable than others, 
There is also a 


great diversity both In their nppearanca nnd 
worth 
One ot tho most valuable la tho Euca- 


lyptus mnrglmxtn, popularly called the Jarrnh 
wood. 
It glows to n great size nnd Its tim- 


ber IB so hard that It is found to be especial- 
ly valuable In the construction ot wharves, ns 
It resists tho attack of tho ship worms nnd 
boiors that are so destructive to ordinary wood. 
HocniiHo of this quality It also enters largely 
into tho construction of ships and Is ultlllzod 
in other marine uses. 


Some varieties of the eucalyptus yield a 


kind of ustilngont gum or rosin called Vino, 
while from others n species oC manna—n hard 
little, sweet substance—Is obtained in consld- 
ornblo quantlUos. As an antidote ngalnst ma- 
laria and ns being valuable ID warding off or 
dissipating malaria In regions where malaria 
abounds, tho eucalyptus has obtained' n con- 
sldeinble reputation. Expert opinions seem to 
bo divided as to the way In which Its benefi- 
cent results come about. Some think It is thu 
result of tho volatile oils which these trees 
give off through their loavea, acting as a neu- 
tralizing nnd even destructive power against 
tho malarial matter in tho atmosphere; others 
maintain that Its beneficent results are caused 
by the fact of tho trees being such inptd grow- 
ers, nnd the great quantity of water they thus 
absorb nnd then give off purld-ja the atmo- 
sphere 
Whatever may be the cause, tho fact 


is evident that their presence in goodly num- 
bers, planted In malarial regions, has produced 
most beneficent results. 


The Roman Cnmpagna especially has been 


prcatly benefited, so much so tbat large por- 
tions once considered almost fatal to human 


life, and shunned and feared, are now 
thn 


abodes of, numbers ot people who find, since 
Iho Introduction ol' the eucalyptus tieos, but 
little traces of Iho dreaded malai In that for 
ages otico caused those regions 
to 
bo so 


shunned nud deserted. 


In the low maluilul regions around the Cape 


of Clood Hope nnd lu some similar unhenlthful 
regions around Alglois and 
elsewhere, the 


same benlflcont results havo followed the intro- 
duction of the eucalyptus trees. 


As yot no variety has been discovered that 


is able to withstand oven n moderate frost, but 
tho fact Unit millions of: those trees can 
bo 


raised so easily and quickly In California nnd 
Florida nnd perhaps In the warm places on the 
Oulf of Mexico, mid that HB timber can be so 
widely utilized, Is n matter for congratulation 
to nil who are interested In tho conservation of 
our forests and also in tho introduction of new 
viirletlaa of trees that will add lo Iho Umber 
wealth of tho country. 


In general, eucalyptus nmy bo successfully 


planted In tho secUons of tho United Stales 
suitable for the culture of citrus fruits, 
They 


are grown In nearly all the agricultural sec- 
tions of California, along the const ot southern 
Oregon, nnd to n limited extent In 
Arizona 


Now Mexico and western Texas. Several «spe- 
cles havo nlso been planted in Florida 
and 


along tho Gulf coast. 
Here, however, occa- 


sional frosts have killed or severely damaged 
tho trees, nnd for this reason 
planting bas 


been discouraged. 


The blue gum (Eucalyptus globulus) has n 


phonomennlly rapid rnte ot growth 
Seedlings 


stands will nvcrngo n height growth of 50 feet 
In 0 years nnd 100 feet In 10 years. 
Under 


vory favorable conditions individual trees have 
reached n height of 125 feet nnd a diameter of 
36 Inches In 9 years 
In spiout stands growth 


is even more rapid; tioos frequently reach 3 
Inches In diameter and 35 feet In height in 8 
months, while In 3 years a diameter of. 7 Inches 
nnd a height of 70 feet are often attained. In 
California, under favorable conditions, trees 
have attained a height of 175 feet and a di- 
nmeter of B feet in 25 years. Although some- 
times Irregular In form, the tree tends to de- 
velop a straight, gradually tapering, unforked 
stem 
In plnntatlona the trunks become rap- 


idly clenred of brnnches to 
a 
considerable 


height, but in the open, trees branch 
more 


widely nnd gradually develop a uliort crown 
of massive, spreading branches. 


Blue gum 
is- practically Immune' from dis- 


ease. Where trees are reproduced by sprouts, 
the old stumps Irequently decay aiowly at the 
heart, while the sprouts remained unaffected. 
Growing trees ore not attacked by Insect ene- 
mies, but felled! timber lying unbarked upon, 
the ground is subject to Injury by a wood-mt 
ning insect. 


Blue gum rarely suffers any breakage ol the 


limbs by wtaoX and the spreading root sys. 
tern renders the trees very w-imt-flrra 


Flic Is the grealest Romeo of Injury lo eu- 


calyptus plantations. Both the natural charac- 
teilsilcs of Ihe trees and the conditions within 
plnntod furovcH tender them pecullaily suscep- 
tible lo Ilio Injury 
The laige quantity of lit- 


r—cii-y leaves, branches and shredded biirlt— 


which accumulate1) beneath a stand lh exlrerne- 
ly InlUmmnblo. The balk nf eucalyptus Is so 
thin that tho trees aie Injmod even by light 
biulnco 


Tho wood of blue gum Is vory heavy, hard, 


and lough, hut Is not durable In contact 


wllh tho toll 
it Is clnso-grnlncd, nnd Is split 


with difllculty after It linn dilod, H Is less elas- 
tic than hickory, but it has been demonstrated 
by mechanical teslfi that seasoned blue gum 
timber Is a HUlo Inferior In strength nnd stiff- 
ness to Iho best second-growth hickory. In ap- 
pearance It closely le&ombles Ihe wood of hick- 
ory and ash 


Blue-Bum limber Is ullllzed for a ei'ont vari- 


ety of purposes In California 
Tho wood Is ex- 


cellent for fuel, and in tho treeless valleys has 
been tho chief fuel supply for many yours. In 
boulheiu California Ihe steady demand rcmloru 
commercial planting for fuel vory profitable 
Eucalyptus timber has been extensively used In 
California for wharf piling. Blue-gum plies nro 
in use In nearly eveiy port on tho California 
coast, and extended trial has shown that they 
resist the attacks of nnulne borers which do 
stroy Umber In soa water longer thnn olhoi 
Bpoclos commonly used for piling 
Blue-gun! 


timber lins also been used to some extent foi 
fence posts and telephone poles

not suitable for this purpose, however, on no 
count of Us short life In Iho ground. Seasoned 
posls last a little longer than green posts, nn<

Blue-gum timber has been used to a limited 


extent to deleimlno Its value for railroad ties 
Tho results thus far obtained Indicate thnt It 
compares favorably with second-grado plne-ti<

Tho lumber has boon extensively used for vo 


hlcle stock and for wooden parts of agriculture 
Implements, It Is also mado Into Insulator pint 
for electric wiring, and is used lor furnitun 
nnd cabinet work, hardwood flooring, trip-ham 
mer benms, the lovers of wlndlnsbes, nnd the 
blocking for oil nnd wine pipsscs, wood pnvlng 
pulley blocks nnd belt wheels. 


Tho extensive utilization of gum lumber hai 


hitherto been prevented by tho scanty supply ol 
timber of merchantable sl/.e and by the dlffi 
culty experienced In seasoning the lumber with 
out warping and checking. It is believed, how 
ever, that In the seasoning of gum no greatei 
difficulties will be encountered than In season 
ing ot any other hardwood of similar deasltj 
nnd strength, 


A product of considerable Importance derived 


from blue gum is the oil distilled from th< 
leaves. Eucalyptus oil is recognised as a valu 
able drug and is extensively used by pharma 
cists and physicians. 


In many valleys of California oucalyptui 


windbreaks are considered absolutely necessarj 
to Insure the successful production 
of crops 


Thoy have been most extensively used to safe 
guard citrus orchards from 
strong and 
do 


str.victlve winds in southern California, but thej 
nre now being established also for the pro 
tectlon of vineyards and orchards of declduoui 
fruits, olives and walnuts 
The blue gum ex 


eels other species for windbreak purposes on 
account of Its height and tho rapidity of Hi 
growth 
The tall shafts of tho trees bend be 


fore the wind and act as a cushion to deflect II 
upward over the orchard, whereas 
ordlnnrj 


wind-break trees form a more solid wall, and 
the wind draws downward, terming eddies neai 
the leeward side. 


Eucalyptus reproduce readily by both seedi 


and sprouts. 
Tho trees bear seed in abun 


dance annually, and under favorable condition! 
natural reproduction

established 


Trees also sprout vigorously 
from

stump and the roots, either after cutting or Is 
response to injury. 
In California commercial 


groves are almost Invariably reproduced

sprouts, 


Plantations should, be started wUh young 


trees and not by direct sowing. Tho opinion 
is generally held that eucalyptus seedlings are 
so difficult to raise that their propagation is 
impracticable except for expert nurserymen. 
In point of fact, blue gum is one of the most 
easily propagated species.

It wns n surprise, as well aa a revelation, to 


flnU on our recent visit to Australia that In 
that f(ir-a«-ay land, under the Southern Cross, 
ivere growing trees that towered In the air 160 
Toot higher than the prent Sequoln, the Camoua 
red wood of our American west; and yet such 
is tho tact, as some speclmona of the Eucalyp- 
tus amygclallna roach to the great height of 
•480 feot. 
Specimens abound that are from 120 


to 800 feet In circumference. 
They are prac- 


tically of no USD for commercial purposes, as 
the expense of cutting down such 
enormous 


trees and then g-ettlng their logs split up Into 
piecas thnt cnn bo handled Is so great that 
these monsters are passed by tho thrifty lum- 
bormeu for the smaller ones thnt aro 
more 


•easily handled. 


Tho Eucalyptus amygdallna Is the tallest, le 


not perhaps the largest, tree that grows. Speci- 
mens over -100 feet high aro Crcrjuently foiiud, 
while somo have been measured lowering up 
to 470 and -ISO feet. Tho timber or these great 
specimens la easily worked, and, ns it does not 
ivarp readily, la much used In carpentry. 


The eucalyptus true Is a genus ot trees and 


shrubs of tho natural order of Myrtacea, em- 
bracing about 130 species. 
All but four of 


thorn nre natives of Australia and Tasmania 
only. 
The eucalyptus trees aro BO abundant 


In many parts of Australia that over vast areas 
they aro practically thu only troes visible. The 
1'act^ thnt the fully developed trees aro desti- 
tute of symmetry and beauty robs the great 
Australian wooded regions of that attractive- 
ness and charm which gives such pleasure and 
delight to tho primeval forests of America. 


One striking characteristic ot several varle- 


tlBS ot the eucalyptus Is that, while they never 
seem to shed their leaves, they cast or slough 
-off 
their bark in long strips every year. 
The 


leaves, which have a leathery appearance, con- 
tnlo. a considerable quantity oE volatile oil. The 


• tincture or oil extracted from them has a bit- 


ter aromatic taste and Is extensively used as 
a. ramedy for various diseases. 


On the youns shoots of many species the 


'leaves In, pairs aro opposite to each other, as 
•they appear on ordinary plants, while on the 
•older branches the leaves are arranged alter- 
nately and grow In such a way that they pre- 
sent their edges to the sun. This seems to be 
nature's provision to protect them from the 


intense heat of the tropical sun oE those lands 
whore they most flourish. 


The Eucalyptus globulus, generally called 


tho blue gum, from Its bluish-green leaves. Is 
the variety most successfully grown in Callfor- 
nlt. It has also been Introduced and flourishes 
In India, Natal, Egypt, Algeria, and In various 
parts of southern Europe and in some other 
warm countries. It cannot stand the frost, and 
so must be classed among tropical trees. Per- 
haps only in tho atate of Florida and Califor- 
nia can we expect to see it in perfection in 
this country; yet although Its Introduction Into 
California has been of but recent date, already 
Its value to that slate has been very consider- 
able. 


Some of the species of eucalyptus are much 


more valuable than others. 
Theru Is also a 


great diversity both In their appearance and 
worth. One of the most valuable Is the Euca- 
lyptus margluata, popularly called the Jarrah 
wood. 
It grows to a great size and Its tim- 


ber Is so hard that It Is found to be especial- 
ly valuable in the construction of wharves, as 
it resists the attack of the Ehlp worms and 
borers that are so destructive to ordinary wood. 
Because of this quality It also enters largely 
into the construction of ships and Is ultlllzed ': 
in other marine uses. 


Some varieties of the eucalyptus yield a 


kind ot' astringent gum or resin called Vino, 
while from others a species of manna—a hard 
little, sweet substance—is obtained in consid- 
erable diiantltles. As an .antidote .against.ma- 
laria and as being valuable In warding off: or 
dissipating malaria In regions where -malaria 
abounds, the eucalyptus has obtained1 a con- 
siderable reputation. Expert opinions seenv to 
be divided as to the way in which Its benefi- 
cent results come about. Some think it Is the 
result of the volatile oils which these trees 
give off through their leaves, acting as a neu- 
tralizing and even destructive power against 
the malarial matter In the atmosphere; others 
maintain that its beneficent' results are caused 
by the fact of the trees being BUCU lapld grow- 
ers, and the great quantity of water they thus= 
absorb and then give off purlfles tbe atmo- 
sphere. Whatever may'be the cause, the fact 
Is evident that their presence lii goodly irum-f ... 
bers, planted In-malarial regions, has produced 
inost beneficent results. 


The Roman. Campagna especially has been 


greatly benefited, so much so. t&at ; large por- 
tions once considered almost fatal to human 


life, and shunned and feared, are now 
ths 


abodes of numbers .of people who find, since 
the Introduction of the eucalyptus trees, but 
little traces of the dreaded malaria that for 
ages once caused those regions 
to 
be 
eo 


shunned and deserted. 


In the low malarial regions around the Cape 


of Good Hope and in some similar unhealtaful 
regions around Algiers and 
elsewhere, the 


same benlflcent results have followed the Intro- 
duction of the eucalyptus trees. 


As yet no variety has been dlscc-vered that 


Is able to withstand even a moderate frost, but 
the fact that millions of these trees can 
ba 


raised so easily and. quickly in California and. 
Florida and perhaps in the warm places on tha 
Gulf of Mexico, and that Its timber can be so 
widely utilized, is a matter for congratulation 
to all who are Interested in the conservation of 
our forests and also In the introduction of new 
varieties of trees that will add to the timber 
weallh of the country. 


In general, eucalyptus may be successfully 


plannea In the sections of the United States 
suitable for the culture of citrus fruits. 
They 


aro grown in nearly all the agricultural sec- 
tions of California, along the coast of southern 
Oregon, and , to a limited extent In 
Arizona. 


New Mexico and western Texas; Several ispe- 
cies have also been".-planted'. in Florida ' and 
along the Gulf coast. 
Here, however, occa- 


sional frosts have killed, or severely damaged 
the trees,, and .for, tbls reason 
planting has 


been discouraged.

phenomenally rapid rate of growth;

stands will, average a height growth of 50 feet 
in 6 years and 100 feet In 10 years.

36 inches In 9 years. In sprout stands growth 
is even more rapid; trees frequently reach 3 
inches in diameter and 35 feet In height In 8 . 
months, while In Shears a diameter pt 7 Inches 
and a height of 70 feet are :oftea attained.

Fire Is the grealest source ot injury to eu- 


calyptus plantations. Both the natural charac- 
teristics of (.he trees and the conditions within 
planted groves render them peculiarly suscep- 
tible to nre Injury. 
The large quantity of lit- 


ter—dry leaves, branches and shredded bark— 
which accumulates beneath a stand Is extreme- 
ly inflammable. 
The bark of eucalyptus Is BO 


thin that the trees are injured even by light 
surface fires. 


The wood of blue gum is very heavy, hard, 


strong and tough, but Is not durable In contact 
with the soil. It is close-grained, and Is split 
with difficulty after It has dried. II is less elas- 
tic than hickory, but It has been demonstrated 
by mechanical tests that seasoned blue gum 
timber Is a little Inferior In strength and sUfT- 
ness to Ihe best second-growth hickory. In ap- 
pearance it closely resembles the wood of hick- 
ory and" ash. 


Blue-gum timber Is utilized for a great vari- 


ety of purposes In California. The wood is ex- 
cellent for fuel, and In the treeless valleys has 
been the chief fuel supply for many years. In 
southern California the steady demand renders 
commercial planting for fuel very profitable. 
Eucalyptus timber has been extensively used in 
California for wharf piling. Blue-gum plies are 
In use In nearly every port on the California 
coast, and extended trial has shown that they 


. resist the attacks of marine borers which de- 


stroy timber In sea water longer than othei 
species commonly used for piling. 
Blue-gun; 


timber has also been used to some extent TOT 
fence posts and telephone poles. The wood It 
not suitable for this purpose, however, on ao 
count of Us short life in the ground. Seasoned 
posts last a little longer than green posts, ani 
timber cut from the heart is more durable thai 
sapwood. 


Blue-gum timber has been used to a llmltei 


extent to determine Us value for railroad ties 
The. results thus far obtained indicate that li 
compares favorably with second-grade plue-tl« 
timber. •* ' 


The lumber has been extensively used for ve 


hide stock and for wooden parts of agricultura 
Implements. It is also made into Insulator plni 
for electric wiring, and is used lor furniture 
and cabinet work, hardwood flooring, trip-ham 
mer beams, the levers of windlasses, and tht 


• 
blocking for oil and wine presses, wood paving 
pulley blocks and belt wheels. 


The extensive utilization of gum lumber haj 


hitherto been prevented by the scanty supply ot 
timber of merchantable size and by the dlffl 
culty experienced in seasoning the lumber with 
out warping and checking. It is believed, how 
ever, that In the seasoning of gum no greatei 
difficulties will be encountered than In season 
Ing: of any other hardwood of similar densltj 
and strength. 
• 


A product of considerable importance derived 
:from blue gum Is the oil distilled from th« 
leaves. Eucalyptus oil is recognized as a valu 
abie-,drug and Is extensively used by phanna 
cists and physicians. 


In many valleys of California eucalyptni 


windbreaks are considered absolutely neceasarj 
to Insure the successful production 
of crops 


They have been most extensively used to safe 
guard citrus orchards from
